REORGANIZE FO RESTRY SERVICE. 


Preparations Completed to Establish 
A dm inistrative Headquarters. 
W ashington, 
lf. 
(’., Not. 28. 
All 
preparations have been completed to 
establish, within a few days, the six 
adm inistrative 
headquarters 
in 
the 
West and N orthwest, which m eans a 
com plete reorganization of the forest ry 
service of the government. 
H ereto­ 
fore all adm inistrative business, all 
scientific and o t h e r investigations, and 
in fact, all m atters connected with 
the forestry service was transacted at 
the headquarters in this city. T he rap­ 
id anti enorm ous development of tin* 
service m ade it necessary to devise 
some plan for distributing the work 
of the depart merit and, ai the sam* 
inn-, bring it In closer diret I touch 
with the territory under its care and 
supervision. 
After considerable study and con­ 
sideration of the problem it was de 
citied, to establish in the W est, six 
districts with sep arate headquarters 
and to give to each a staff of clerical 
experts under the direction aud sup­ 
ervision of a district forester, resid 
jug within bis respective district. It 
was decided to establish the districts

Washington Sees Unveiling 
of His Statue. 


PRESIDENT’S 
SPEECH. 


Mr. 
Roosevelt 
Eulogizes 
Career 
of 
“Fighting Phil” In Civil War Bat­ 
tles 
and 
In

With 
Indians. 
Monument Shows General at Close 
of Famous Ride to Cedar Creek From 
Winchester, “Twenty Miles Away.” 


W ashington, Nov. 25.—in one of tho 
most beautiful parts of the national 
capital he helped to save, the magnifi­ 
cent equestrian statue of General Phil­ 
ip II. Sheridan was unveiled today. 
Among the throug of notable persons 
who gathered to do honor to the m em ­ 
ory of the great soldier were the presi­ 
dent of the United States, who deliv­ 
ered an address; the arm y and navy of­ 
ficers resident or stationed In and near 
W ashington, the heads of the executive 
branches of the government, diplomatic 
representatives of foreign countries and 
others of note. 
The statue stands in Sheridan circle, 
nam ed after the general, at the junc­ 
tion 
of 
M assachusetts 
avenue 
and 
T w enty-third s tr e e t 
It is the heart of 
one of the best residence sections of 
the national capital. 
The universal opinion of those who 
witnessed the unveiling today is that 
the statue of the fam ous cavalry lead­ 
er is a w orthy memorial of his fame. 
It represents the general at the close 
of his fam ous ride when, com lug from 
Winchester, “tw enty miles aw ay,” he 
rallied his men a t the battle of ('ednr 
Creek and turned their rout by the Con­ 
federate General Ju b a I A. E arly Into a 
Federal victory. 
Statue True to Life. 
The bronze general sits his brouze 
steed like a centaur, hat in hand, urg­ 
ing his men to greater exertion. 
The 
effigy of the man is a true representa­ 
tion of “ Fighting P hi’” as he w as in 
the flesh, and the metal horse shows 
to the life his fam ous charger, Rienzi, 
sometimes know n as W inchester, who 
bore the general from W inchester on 
the storied ride. 
T he sculptor of the 
statue, Gutzon Borglum of New York, 
has caught to the life the expression 
of the general’s 
face, 
according to

T he clothing an d accouterm ents of 
General Sheridan sbow u in the statue 
are modeled afte r g arm ents actually 
worn by him. H e is depicted w earing 
a service uniform, w ith sw ord and 
spurs. 
T he statu e Is fourteen feet high aud 
stands on a plinth of granite. 
The 
upper part of th e sta tu e ’s base Is 
rough. Indicating th e earth torn up by 
Sheridan’s horse as he Is reined up by 
bis rider. 
Record Bronze Cast. 
T he horse is th e largest piece of 
bronze ever cast lu a single piece In 
this country and perhaps In the world. 
More 
than 
U.000 
pounds 
of 
liquid 
bronze w ere poured into the mold to 
form the horse. T h e casting w as done 
a t a foundry near providence, It. I. 
Preceding the unveiling of the statu e 
there w as a military parade In which 
all the regular troops, sailors and ma 
d u e s stationed in and near W ash in g ­ 
ton as well as the national guard of 
the D istrict of Columbia took part. 
In addition to President Roosevelt’s 
speech un address w as delivered by 
General Horuce Porter, who w as chief 
of staff to General G ra n t aud is presi­ 
dent of the G ra n t M onum ent associa­ 
tion. 
The principal address was de­ 
livered by President Roosevelt, who 
eulogized General S heridan’s arm y ca­ 
reer both in the civil w ar and In the 
fighting on the w estern plains with 
the indians. 
The president's address 
was as follow's: 
The President’s Address. 
It is eminently fitting th at the na­ 
tion’s Illustrious men, the mon who 
loom us heroes before the eyes of our 
people, should be fittingly com m em ­ 
orated here a t the national capital, aud 
I urn glad Indeed to take part iu the 
unveiling of this sta tu e to General 
Sheridan. 
H is nu me will alw ays stuud 
high ou the list of American worthies. 
Not only was he a great general, but 
be show ed his greatness w ith that 
touch of originality 
which 
we call 
genius, 
ludeed, this quality of bril­ 
liance has been in one sense a disad­ 
vantage to his reputation, for ll has 
tended to overshadow his solid ability. 
We tend to think of him only as tile 
dashing cavalry leader, w hereas he 
w as in reality not ouly that, but also a 
great com m ander. 
Of course the fact 
in his career most readily recognized 
w as his mastery in the necessarily 
modern a rt of handling masses of 
modern cavalry so us to give them the 
fullest i>ossihie effect not only In the 
ordinary operations of cavalry which 
precede and follow a battle, but in the 
battle Itself. 
But In addition be show ­ 
ed lu the civil w ar th a i he w as a first 
class arm y com m ander both as a (4ib- 
ordtnate uf G ra n t aud when In inde­ 
pendent com m and. 
His record in the 
Valley cam paign aud again from Five 


Forks to Appom attox is otic difficult to 
parallel in miirtary history. 
A fter the 
close of (he great war, iu a field where 
there w as st unt glory to be won by the 
general hi chief, he rendered a signal 
service which has gone almost unno­ 
ticed, for lu the tedious, weary indian 
wars on the great plains it was he who 
developed 
in 
thoroughgoing 
fashion 
the system of cam paigning in winter 
which, at the cost of bitter hardship 
and peril, filmily broke down the band­ 
ed strength of those formidable w ar­ 
riors. the horse Indians. 


General’s Career Eulogized. 
ills career was typically American, 
for from plain beginnings be rose to 
the highest military position In our 
land 
We honor his memory itself, 
and, moreover, as In the case of the 
other great com m anders of his day, 
his career symbolizes the careers of 
all those men who in tho years of the 
nation's direst 
need sprang to the 
front to risk everything, including life 
Itself, and to spend the days of their 
strongest young manhood In valorous 
conflict for an ideal. 
Often we Am er­ 
icans are taunted With having only a 
material Ideal. 
T h# em pty folly of the 
taunt 
is sufficiently shown 
by 
the 
presence here today of you men of the 
Grand Army, you the comrades of tin- 
dead general, the men 
who served 
with aud under him. 
In all history 
we have no greater Instance of subor­ 
dination of self, of the exalting of a 
lofty ideal over merely m aterial well 
being am ong the people of a great n a ­ 
tion, than w as shown by our own peo 
pie to the civil war. 
And you, the men who wore the 
bine, would lie the first to say that 
this sam e lofty 
indifference to tho 
things of the body, when compared to 
the tilings of Hie soul, was show n by 
your brothers 
who 
wore the gray. 
Dreadful w as the suffering, dreadful 
the loss, of th e' civil war. 
Yet 
it 
stands alone am ong wars In Chis, that, 
now that the wounds are healed, the 
memory of Hie mighty deeds of valor 
perform ed on one side no less than on 
the other has become the common 
heritage of all our people In every 
q u a rte r of tills country. 
Tile com 
d e te n t e s with w hich this is true- is

We meet together to raise a 
monument to a great Union general 
In the presence of many of the sur­ 
vivors of the Union army, and the sec 
rotary of war, the man at the head of 
the arm y, who, by virtue of Ills of­ 
fice, occupies a special relation to the 
celebration, is

Confederate 
servi<-»* 
Few indeed have been the co u n tries 
where such a conjunction would have 
been possible, aud blessed Indeed are 
we that in our own beloved land It Is 
riot only possible, but seems so entire 
ly natural as to excite no comm em 
whatever. 


Americanism Defined. 
There is another point In General 
S heridan’s career which It is good for 
all 
of 
us 
to 
remember. 
W hereas 
Grant, Sherm an and T hom as were of 
the old native American stock, Hie 
parents of Sheridan, like the parents 
of Farragut, w ere born on the other 
side of the water. 
Any one of the five 
was ju st as much a type of the real 
American, of w hat Is best In America, 
as Hie other four. 
We should keep 
steadily before our minds the fact 
that 
Americanism is a question of 
principle, of purpose, of idealism, of 
character; that it Is uot a m atter of 
birthplace or creed or line of descent. 
H ere In tills country the represent* 
tires of many old 
world races are 
being fused together into a new type. 
a ty p e the main feature* of Which are 
already determ ined and were deter 
mined at the tim e of the Revolutionary 
war, for th*- crucible iii which all the 
new* types arc melted Into one was 
si ta pod from ITTA to 17'*9. and our un 
Humility was definitely fixed I ii all it' 
essentials by tin* men of W ashington’s 
day. 
The strains will not continue to 
exist separately in this country as in 
the old world. 
They will be combined 
in one, and of this new type those men 
will b«*st represent w hat is loftiest in 
the nation's past, w hat is finest in tier 
hope for Hie future, who stand each 
solely on his w orth as a man, who 
acorn to do evil to others and who 
refuse to submit to wrongdoing them 
selves, who have In them no taint of 
weakness, 
who uever 
B a r to fight 
when fight lug Is dem anded by n sound 
and high morality, but who hope by 
their lives to tiring ever ueurer the 
day when Justice and peace shall pre 
vail within our own borders aud lu 
our relations w ith all foreign [rowers. 
Much of the usefulness of any career 
m ust lie iu the impress th at tt makes 
upon mid Hu* lessons that it teaches to 
the generations th at come after, 
We 
of this generation bim* our ow n prob­ 
lems to solve, aud the condition of our 
solving them is thai we shall ail work 
together as Am erican citizens without 
regard 
to differences of section or 
creed or birthplace, copying not the di­ 
visions which so lam entably sundered 
our fathers one from another, but the 
spirit 
of burning devotion 
to duty 
which drove them forward, each to do 
the right us it was given him to see 
the right, iii the great years when 
Grant. 
F um igut. 
Klierinau, 
Thomas 
and Sheridan, when Lee ami Jackson 
aud the Johnstons, the valiant men of 
the north and the valiant men of the 
south, fought to u finish the great civil 
war. 
They did uot themselves realize 
in the bitterness of the struggle that 
tho blood and the grim suffering m ark­ 
et! the death throes of w hat w as worn 
out and the birth pangs of a new 
and more glorious notional life. Mighty 
Is the heritage which we have received 
[rom the men of the mighty days. 
We 
in our turn m ust girt! up our loins to 
meet the new issues with the same 
stern courage aud resolute adherence 
to an ideal which marked our fathers 
who belonged to the generation of the 
man in whose honor we comm emorate 
this monument today.
